The bill authorizes the ’Frisco sys­ 
tem to absorb the St. Louis, San Francisco A New Orleans; St. Louis 
A Oklahoma City; St. Louis, Oklahoma ft Southern and the Oklahoma 
ft Western systems. 
Senator La Follette asked why it was necessary 
to consolidate these roads, and requested that exact information as to 
cost, capitalization, conditions of sale and identity of directors and stock­ 
holders of all the roads be laid before the senate. 
It is expected that inquiry will develop facts that will lead to gov­ 
ernment intervention. 
If monopoly, and not economy of operation, is 
back of the merger, and if the merger deprives the people of the new 
state of the competition to which they are entitled, Senator La Follette 
will have been of signal service to the public in his role of inquisitor.

C. E. Borchgrevink, the celebrated 
explorer, was born 
in 
Christiania, 


February 13, 1864. 
He received his 


education in the leading schools of 
his native country and later was grad­ 
uated from the Royal College of Sax- 
oney. 
He emigrated to Australia in 
1888, worked for some years as a 
teacher 
in 
Queensland 
and 
New 
South W ales and also as a surveyor. 
His first voyage to the Antarctic seas 
was made on a whaler in 1894. 
This 
experience gave him a taste for ex­ 
ploring that little known region and 
upon his return to Australia he or­ 
ganized a scientific and exploring ex­ 
pedition which succeeded in 
pene­ 
trating the frozen seas to a 
point 
nearer the south pole than had ever 
been done before. 
In 1902 Borchgre­ 
vink was sent by the National Geo­ 
graphic Society of W ashington to in­ 
vestigate the volcanic conditions in 
the W est Indies. 
The United States 
warship Dixie was placed at the dis­ 
posal of the explorer for the pur­ 
poses of the expedition. 
Mr. Borch­ 
grevink has lectured throughout Am­ 
erica and Europe and has been award­ 
ed high honors by the scientific and 
geographical 
societies 
of 
several 
countries.

“T he use of flesh m eat is allowed, 
by Apostolic dispension, at the p rin ­ 
cipal meal only, on all days except 
W e d n e sd a y s and Fridays, 
and

“ Fish and flesh meat are not per­ 
m itted to be used at the same meal, 
not even on Sundays. 
“ A collation or repast m ay be taken 
in the evening, but it ought not to 
exceed the fourth part of an ordinary 
m eal; and a cup of coffee or tea, m ix­ 
ed with a little milk, m ay be taken 
with a small slice of bread by those 
that need it, in the morning.

ventilation is to keep the cellar cool 
and dry, but this often fails of being 
accomplished by a common mistake.

warm and damp. 
A cool place should never be venti­ 
lated unless the air admitted is cooler 
than the air within, or at least as coo1 
as that or a very little warmer. 
The 
warmer the air the more moisture it 
holds in suspension. 
Necessarily the 
cooler the air the more this moisture 
Is condensed and precipitated. 
When a cool cellar is aired on a 
warm day the entering air, being in 
motion, appears cool, but as it fills the 
cellar the cooler air with which it be­ 
comes mixed chills it, the moisture Is 
condensed, and dew is deposited on the 
cold walla and may often be seen run­ 
ning down them in streams.

dow should be left opened at night and

\ How to Air tlio Cellar. 


A gfrave mistake is sometimes made 


Jn ventilating cellars. The object of 
ventilation is to keep the cellar cool 
and dry, but this often fails of being 
accomplished by a common mistake, 
and instead the cellar is made both 
warm tmd damp. 


A cool place should never be venti- 


'.ated unless the air admitted is cooler 
than the' air within, or at least as coo"' 
aa that or a very little warmer. The 
•warmer .the air the more moisture It 
holds in suspension. Necessarily the 
cooler the air the more this moisture 
te condensed and precipitated. 


When a cool cellar is aired on a 


warm day the entering air, being in 
motion, appears cool, but as it fills the 
nellar the cooler air trith which it be- 
comes mixed chills it, the moisture is 
condensed, and dew is deposited on the 
cold walls and may often be aeen run- 
ning down them In streams. Then the 
cellar is damp. To avoid this the win- 
dow should be left opened at night ana 
late, the last thing before retiring. 
There is no need to fear that the night 
air Is unhealthful. It is as pure as the 
air of midday and Is really drier. The 
cool air enters the apartment during 
the night and circulates throughout
